Village Law of 1891. 

The movement in Glen Ridge look¬ 
ing to the erection of a village cor¬ 
poration in that district is a matter 
of interest to the entire Township, 
and we therefore, without expressing 
an opinion as to its desirability at 
the present time, give a abort synop¬ 
sis of the law of 1891 under which it 
is proposed to incorporate the village 
of Glen Ridge. 

By sections the law provides as 
follows: 

1. That any township or part of 
one or more townships containing 
three hundred inhabitants to the 
square mile or fraction thereof, may 
become a village under this act. 

2. That the first step for incorpor¬ 
ation shall be a petition to the Cir¬ 
cuit Judged the County for an elec¬ 
tion under the act, which petition 
ahull give the name and bo undari es 
of the village and be signed by own¬ 
ers of one fifth in' value of the taxable
